GET THAT NEW 


Battles Decided by a Single Shot. 
There are certainly three instances 
ou record of a siege or battle having 
been decided by a single shot First in 
order of importance w as the shot be­ 
lieved to have been fired by one of his 
own men which killed Charles X II. in 
the trenches of the fortress of Fried- 
richsteln, which immediately led to the 
raising of the second siege of Fried- 
riehshall. This is perhaps the most im­ 
portant musket shot ever fired In tho 
history of the world. Next comes tho 
discharge of the mortar fired by Lord 
Cochrane during the defense of Port 
Trinidad in 1808. This shot foiled a 
French surprise and saved the fortress. 
Lastly, there was the single discharge 
of grapeshot which saved the fortress 
aud town of Haddington in 1348. The 
French invaders had actually forced 
their way into the outworks of the cas­ 
tle when the one well directed shot 
created such havoc in their densely 
packed ranks that there ensued an im­ 
mediate panic, which ended in flight.

The Advantage of an Accident. 
“ The small size of the propeller 
screw,” says a noted shipbuilder, “ is 
not due to the perception of any in­ 
ventor of its greater effect as com­ 
pared with a larger one, but purely to 
accident. Many years ago screws for 
steamers were made as large as possi­ 
ble, it being the theory that the great­ 
er the diameter the higher the speed. 
A vessel was sent to sea with a screw 
so large that it was deemed best to 
cast each blade in two parts and then 
weld them together. During a storm 
all three blades of the propeller broke 
at the welding, reducing the diameter 
by more than two-thirds.

Aldermen cannot take too seriously the debate on the Rose ordinance 


providing for the establishment of electrical inspection in La Crosse. 


The Tribune regrets the necessity for saying that there are indications 


that this measure is not being dealt with in the manner which its impor­ 


tance to the public justifies. 
It might be unfair to assert that there is an 


organized effort by pro-corporation members to eliminate from the 
ordi­ 


nance its most salient features, but there is grave seasons to suspect 


that, perhaps unconsciously, a few aldermen are permitting business con­ 


sderations to lead them away from the path of full duty to their constitu­ 


ents. 


The object of the Rose ordinance is not to perpetrate hardships upon 


business men or institutions. 
Its sole aim is the protection of the public. 


Safety of human life, and protection against the money-getting inclinations 


of quasi-public corporations, are its essential motives. 


The need of these is well told in a news story in another portion of 


this issue of The Tribune. 
Suffice it to say that, as now conducted, elec­ 


tric wiring is responsible for reckless disregard for human safety, so rep­ 


rehensible as to be criminal in its nature. 
This statement can be 
sub- 


•tantiated by unimpeachable evidence. 


The Rose bill was the original committee bill, carefully drawn by the 


city attorney. 
It was based upon the findings of a 
special 
committee 


Composed of Aldermen Rose, Houska, Schulze, W ithee and Hirshheimer, 


this committee having under the direction of the council secured the as­ 


sistance of experts of national prominence in its inquiries. 
W hen first 


discussed in committee the only objections raised were that the officer 


should be selected by election by the police and fire commission instead 


c f being, as provided in the bill, appointed by the mayor. 
The reasons 


for this were that Messrs. Hirshheimer and W ithee felt that the office 


should be under civil service, a stand to which no objection can be raised. 


Alderman Hirshheimer introduced the measure and it went through 


Its first and second reading. 
It came up at a subsequent council meeting, 


and it there developed that Messrs. Hirshheimer and W ithee had changed 


their minds. 
The ordinance was not pressed. Alderman Rose having dis­ 


covered evidences of concerted opposition of what seemed a commercial- 


political nature . 


At a meeting of the committee thereafter held a substitute was 
pro­ 


duced by Aldermen Hirshheimer and W ithee which, 
on 
examination, 


proved a complete emasculation of the Rose ordinance. The Rose measure 


provided for official inspection of the meters of lighting corporations; the 


Hirshheimer-W ithee ordinance eliminated that clause entirely. 
The Rose 


measure provided for the appointment of a competent electrical expert 


a s inspector; the Hirshheimer-W ithee bill substituted a clause intrusting 


the office to the fire chief, admittedlly incompetent for the technical ex­ 


pert work required. 


The Hirshheimer-W ithee substitute utterly fails to give the protection 


to human life provided in the Rose measure, the most important feature. 


It also shirks the obligation of placing a check on the possible unjust ex­ 


actions of public lighting companies, from the financial 
ambitions 
of 


which the people of La Crosse have been known to suffer.' 
The omission 


In the substitute relating to public safety is doubtless inspired 
by 
false 


economy. 
The evasion of the meter inspection may have another inspira­ 


tion. 
It is significant that one of the opposing aldermen admits having 


discussed the matter with the public utility companies, a proceeding not 


necessarily wrong, but certainly unusual. 
At least, the naturally selfish 


opinions of these corporations should be given no more weight than can 


be consistently accredited to arguments based upon selfish personal inter­ 


ests. 
It is also significant that at least one public service official has ex­ 


pressed pleasure at the check momentarily given to the passage of 
the 


R ose ordinance. 


The Tribune does not presume that all the aldermen who have been 


led into some measure of opposition to the original ordinance are actuated 


by sympathy for the public service companies.

Would belie that. They are mostly members of a single political party, and 


It is apparent that their partisanship has been played upon. 
Added to 


this, there have been misrepresentations, not necessarily intentional, but 


based upon information furnished by the lighting companies, to the effect 


that the cost of the inspection provided in the Rose ordinance is exces­ 


sive. 
“Too much power,” said half a dozen men, 
innocently. 
Evidently 


they had been “saw.” 
And again, “civil service,” they said. 
The story of 


the excessive cost deserves to be described by a stronger term than exag­ 


geration. 
The power of the inspector is only that absolutely essential to 


the efficient discharge of his duty, as shown by the experiences of other 


cities. 
Arrange for the civil service, if that seems best, but be sure that 


the police commissioners have no direct or indirect connection with the 


public utilities. 


The Tribune believes that there are in the city council few if any men 


who, for a real or immaginary financial saving, would consent to the jeop­ 


ardizing of human lives. 
It believes there are not many who are not in 


favor of placing all reasonable checks upon the public service companies. 


It feels sure that, once they understand the situation, their opposition to 


the Rose ordinance will change to earnest support. 
To them it wishes to 


repeat in the most direct and concise language possible that experts of 


highest standing were at a loss to give adequate expression to their hor­ 


ror at the peril to which human life is constantly exposed in this city 


for want of just what the Rose ordinance provides. 


Thus far this whole matter has been handled with as little publicity as 


possible, the committee being desirous of avoiding the almost inestima­ 


ble financial damage that would result from publication 
of 
the 
truth 


about many of our leading institutions and enterprises. It is still the pur­ 


pose of The Tribune to refrain from such a discussion of the details of 


the dangers as would prove expensive to business men and business organ­ 


isations.

T h e verdict of the c o ro n e r’s jury 


came as a surprise, although P r e s i­ 
dent 
N e w m a n in his testimony' last 


w e e k frankly admitted that he c o n ­ 


sidered the officials in charg e of the

ment responsible for the wreck. 


T h e j u r y ’s verdict w a s as follow s: 


“ W e find that the train at the time 


of the accident w a s running in excess 


of safe speed;- that ^he spikes of the 


rail w h ich w a s forced out of place 


were sheered off b y lateral pressure; 


that the N e w Y o r k Central railroad 


c o m p a n y did not take proper p recau ­ 


tions for the safety of the passengers 


on the train; and, therefore, is cul­ 


pably ne gligen t.”
